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Council WILL raid reserves 
to solve £1.8m debt crisis 


COUNCIL chiefs are planning to 
disregard the wishes of council¬ 
lors and plough ahead with a raid 
on the authority’s cash reserves 
to plug its budget deficit. 

The revelation comes as senior offi¬ 
cers were accused on Tuesday of 
hoodwinking councillors into partial¬ 
ly selling off Parndon Wood Cemetery 
and Crematorium. 

The Star has spoken to a number of 
councillors who were present at a behind- 
closed-doors briefing to discuss the author¬ 
ity’s £1.8m financial black hole. 

Although many were not willing to go 
on record, it is understood from sources 
across the political divide that senior offi¬ 
cers still plan to overcome the Civic 
Centre’s huge overspend by plundering 
emergency funds - even though in

December councillors insisted savings 
must first be found from departmental 
running costs. 

The meeting - from which members of 
the press and public were excluded - 
included a presentation to councillors by 
chief executive Malcolm Morley on how 
the problems had developed. 

He sought to clarify the meaning of the 
council’s medium-term financial strategy, 
claiming its direction that reserves should 
not be used to support the budget was less 
clear-cut than previously suggested. 

But when questioned over progress in 
cutting costs, the Star understands he was 
forced to admit that little or no savings had 
yet been found. 

One senior administration councillor 


said this week: “The briefing wasn’t very 
convincing. It was managerial spin by the 
chief executive designed to excuse himself 
and his directors. 

“Malcolm receives a high salary for 
managing things day-to-day in the Civic 
Centre so it’s not unreasonable to expect 
him to have been monitoring things more 
closely. 

“He always pushes his way to the front 
of photo opportunities when there’s a good 
news story so it’s time he started accepting 
his share of responsibility when things go 
wrong.” 

Independent councillor John Paul 
Goddard, who claimed he had received a 
verbal rebuke from Mr Morley after ques¬ 
tioning figures, said: “I find it unbeliev¬ 
able that, even though councillors have 
demanded it, the senior officers have been

Residents win 
review on pet 
zoo relocation 

RESIDENTS opposed to plans 
to move Pets Comer to fields 
near their homes appeared this 
week to have won their fight. 

In a surprise climbdown, Harlow 
Council environment and 
community committee vice- 
chairman Bob Davis told 
campaigners that plans to move 
the popular facility into Altham 
Grove would be reviewed. 

The development at Tuesday’s 
committee meeting followed the 
presentation of a 1,058-signature 
petition objecting to the 
proposals on the basis of loss of 
green space, additional traffic 
and hygiene concerns. 
Responding to the petition, Mr 
Davis (Labour) told the meeting: 
“The Green Space Working 
Party will be recommending to 
the next meeting of this 
committee on February 19 that 
the Town Park Masterplan is 
reviewed and that a new location 
for Pets Corner is identified. 
John Curry, of Harlow Civic 
Society, said he was delighted 
with the result: “We’ve always 
said Pets Corner should stay 
where it is and, if the council 
wishes to expand it, there is 
plenty of scope for doing so to 
the south.” 

Power cable fall 
disrupts trains 

BAD weather on Tuesday 
disrupted commuters when 
power lines came down near 
Harlow Town Station during the 
morning rush hour. 

Rail services ground to a halt at 
8.30am after a tree fell on to 
cables, closing the line for 
almost two hours. 


SENIOR Harlow Council officers have 
been accused of hoodwinking council¬ 
lors into agreeing a partial sell-off of 
Parndon Wood Cemetery and Crem¬ 
atorium. 

Members of the council’s environment 
and community committee agreed on Tues¬ 
day to seek a private operator to buy its way 
into a partnership to run the 48-year-old 
public service. 

Head of regulation Graeme Bloomer claimed the 
facility needed at least £600,000 of investment to 
remain viable for the future. He also claimed popu¬ 
lation growth might create problems requiring pri¬ 
vate sector finance. 

During the two-minute presentation, several cre¬ 
matorium workers in the public gallery became agi¬ 
tated and started heckling, claiming members were 
being given “anomalous and misleading” informa¬ 
tion by Mr Bloomer. 

And voicing her concerns, Jean Clark (Labour) 
said: “I find it immensely distasteful we are talking 
about the privatisation of death. It says nothing in 
this report that gives a real case or justification to 
the sale in real or financial terms.” 

She called for a deferment for proper consulta-

tion, a request immediately quashed by committee 
guest and Labour joint council leader Tony Durcan, 
who added: “To defer it would be wrong - this has 
been on the table for 16 months and we need to be 
brave and move forward tonight.” 

The proposal was agreed by six votes to one with 
only Mrs Clark rejecting it. Councillors also 
requested the public be consulted. 

Afterwards, Unison branch secretary and crema¬ 
torium worker Martin Stedman said: “I find it 
astounding our councillors can come to a decision 
about Harlow when they have not got any real 
information. 

“It only needs a small proportion of the money it 
creates to keep it . The council has now got rid of 
all services which make any money.” 

Mr Stedman revealed none of the council’s own 
crematorium experts had been consulted on the 
financial and equipment needs for the facility. 

He added: “There has been under-investment for 
years and questionable management. I don’t think 
the people of Harlow will be convinced.” 

The council has highlighted three potential 
investors from preliminary research given the go- 
ahead in October 2006.

Joint leaders 
Tony Durcan and 
Chris Millington 
insisted the atmos¬ 
phere at the meeting 
was moderate and it 
was “about open 
and honest govern¬ 
ment”. 

Mr Durcan said: 
“It was a very useful 
briefing which gave 
councillors the 
opportunity to ask 
questions and find 
out more about the 
budget situation.” 

Mr Millington 
added: “The council 
faces similar finan¬ 
cial pressures to that 
of many other coun¬ 
cils up and down the 
country.” 


Call for top officer to go 


A FURIOUS Harlow councillor 
has called on a senior officer to 
resign in the wake of a 
catalogue of high-profile 
controversies. 

Former Conservative John Paul 
Goddard, now an independent, 
said community services chief 
Lynn Seward should quit. 

Mr Goddard was reacting to 
the resignation of Playhouse 
manager Phil Dale, the 
proposed relocation of Pets’ 
Corner, the upcoming partial 
privatisation of Parndon Wood 
crematorium and cemetery and 
the closure of Harlow Pool. 

He told the Star: “I am calling 
for the resignation of Lynn 
Seward with immediate effect. I 
believe her own sense of honour 
should have brought her to this 
same conclusion and she must 
now go in order to preserve 


some credibility and dignity for 
the authority.” 

Mr Goddard expressed concern 
about the future of The 
Playhouse and added: “We 
need to recognise those that are 
truly responsible for this 
debacle and who have faced no 
disciplinary action or been 
subject to suspension or 
investigation themselves.” 

Last summer, Mr Dale was 
suspended on full pay for six 
weeks after being accused by 
senior council officers of misuse 
of expenses. Following a lengthy 
investigation and a cost of at 
least £7,000 to the taxpayer for 
outside help, all accusations 
were dropped and Mr Dale 
returned to work. 

The Star invited the council to 
comment but it declined to do 
so.

Road repairs 
'going to pot'

POTHOLES in Essex roads 
will have to be twice as deep 
before they are repaired, it 
surfaced this week. 

But the proposal has caused an 
un-hole-y political row at Cons¬ 
ervative-led County Hall where 
opposition councillors claim it 
will cause more accidents. 

“Doubling of the pothole depth is 
simply not acceptable,” said Labour’s 
highways spokesman Paul Sztumpf, 
who represents the Harlow North divi¬ 
sion on the county council. 

“The Tories intend to implement 
these changes on April Fools’ Day but 
it’s no laughing matter for the Essex 
public.” 

Liberal Democrat spokesman Keith 
Francis added: “The report outlining 
changes to the way potholes and other 
damage to roads and footpaths are to 
be dealt with is riddled with inconsis¬ 
tencies and it’s hard to see how it will 
be of benefit to residents.

“The basic premise seems to be to 
wait until damage to road surfaces gets 
worse before even looking to see 
whether it should be fixed or not.” 

The proposal is to increase the 
benchmark at which potholes are 
deemed hazardous from one to two 


inches (2.5cm to 5cm). 

It forms part of a maintenance strat¬ 
egy plan which is due to be thrashed 
out by members of the highways and 
transportation policy development 
group today (Thursday). 

Norman Hume, cabinet member for 
highways and transportation, said the 
change would bring Essex into line 
with other authorities such as Kent 
where only potholes which risk endan¬ 
gering highway users are identified for 
urgent repair within two hours or by 
the end of the following working day. 

“Potholes not requiring urgent 
repair will be identified and prioritised 
for repair during routine mainte¬ 
nance,” he said. “I anticipate this will 
allow us to meet the expectations of 
road users in Essex to an even greater 
extent than we are already doing." 

The plans come just weeks after the 
Conservatives announced a £10m 
overspend on the highways budget. 
However, a party spokesman stressed 
the group had invested £45m of addi¬ 
tional council tax in road improve¬ 
ments and citied a MORI poll which 
found Essex had some of the best 
maintained roads in the country.

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Couple in court 
on brothels rap 


A TAXI driver and his wife appeared 
in court on Tuesday accused of run¬ 
ning three brothels in Essex and 
Suffolk, 

Anthony Pryor (59), of The Plain, 
Epping, and his Chinese-born wife Qing 
Hua (37) face three joint charges of keep¬ 
ing a brothel for the use of prostitution. 
They deny the allegations. 

The jury at Chelmsford Crown Court heard 
police had been keeping watch on three premis¬ 
es - in Sudbury, Braintree and Ipswich - for 
some time. 

“Sometimes there was little activity but on 
other occasions it was rather like Piccadilly 
Circus with up to 10 male callers coming and 
going during the day,” said prosecutor Stephanie 
Farrimond. 

“When police carried out co-ordinated raids 
on the three establishments they found them to 
be sparsely furnished save for large quantities of 
condoms and cash.” 

The court was told Pryor had placed adverts 
in local newspapers for personal services which 
included “Far Eastern massage” and “Chinese 
remedies”. 

But when undercover officers called up they 
were offered various sexual services including 
“full pleasure” for £60 or sex without a condom 
for £80. 

Miss Farrimond said that five young women 
found in the Braintree and Ipswich premises 
were all illegal immigrants. They were released 
on police bail but all subsequently disappeared. 

The court heard that Pryor’s tax return for the 
financial year ending 2006 declared a profit of 
£3,519 from receipts of £21,279 as a taxi driver, 
while his wife declared herself to be a house¬ 
wife. But during the course of the year just 
under £100,000 had gone into their bank 
accounts. 

The case continues.

FIREFIGHTERS in Harlow 
are urging residents to 
check their smoke alarms 
every week as part of a 
countywide campaign to 
save lives. 

The Pull Your Finger Out 
initiative was launched this 
week to highlight the 
importance of having a 
working detector after 
statistics revealed that a 
large number of people who 
own smoke alarms do not 
check they are functioning. 
Harlow station commander 
Matt Hughes said: “Despite 
the fact a high number of 
people own a smoke alarm, a 
disturbing number do not 


maintain their alarms on a 
weekly basis. 

“The message is simple: 
smoke alarms save lives, but 
only if they work! We’re 
urging everyone to pull their 
fingers out and test their 
smoke alarms - this simple 
action could save the lives of 
their loved ones.” 

% A DROP in the number 
of fire deaths in Essex has 
been attributed to a focus on 
education and distribution 
of smoke alarms. 

Last year four people died in 
blazes in the county 
compared to the nine daths 
in 2006.

Hammer attack victim

A MAN needed hospital treat¬ 
ment after intruders broke into 
his home and attacked him with a 
claw hammer in front of his girl¬ 
friend and her child.

Playhouse boss a 


Call for ban is 
a load of bull 

SIR, Whilst I do not condone dogs 
being bitten by other dogs and nor 
do I feel an owner should be put 
through the pain, upset and expense 
caused by their pets being attacked 
(Star, January 10), I do feel these 
stories should be given a little more 
consideration on how they are 
reported. 

Owner Ed Byrch seems to be quick 
enough to say a Staffordshire bull 
terrier should be added to the 
dangerous dogs list yet later on he 
is quoted as saying there are 
responsible owners out there but it 
seems some people are not. 

So at the expense of people like 
myself who take the time and effort 
to educate ourselves on the breed 
we own and take all steps to ensure 
our dogs are not seen in a bad light 
when out on walks, one person is 
allowed to encourage more people 
to share his views without any 
understanding of the breed 
involved. 

I am a member of the team on a 
well-visited Staffordshire bull 
terrier website forum. Every 
member is there to share their own 
experience, learn about the breed, 
ask advice on health problems and 
discuss their success in the show 
ring with their dogs. 

Staffordshire bull terriers make 
excellent pets in the right homes. 
Many people own them with other 
pets or breeds of dogs with no 
aggression on the part of the 
Staffords. It is a breed of dog that 
has been bred in our country for 
years. They show a great success in 
Crufts events and the UK Kennel 
Club recognises them as a breed. 

I agree that some type of licence 
should be given to owners of all 
breeds. I think owners should be 
fully responsible for the dog they 
own and its behaviour in public. I 
also feel that breeding should not 
be allowed to take place within the 
hands of inexperienced owners and 
that something in the law should be 
done to encorce this. 

However, I strongly believe 
banning one breed of dog is not the 
way forward. Pitbulls were banned 
which made them more desirable to 
owners who felt the need to own a 
dog classed as dangerous while 
papers hyped up a breed with 
phrases such as “as dangerous as 
holding a loaded gun”. Banning 
pitbull terriers has not worked and 
adding breeds to the list will not 
simply make dog attacks disappear. 
My Staffordshire bull terrier is 19 
months old. She has never bitten 
another dog yet she has been bitten 
three times by smaller breeds but 
has never retaliate. 

My parents have both been bitten 
by Shi-Tzus and I would say the 
damage caused to both of them 
would be considerably worse on a 
child. But do these dogs get 
reported? Of course they do not 
because everybody wants to jump 
on the bandwagon of claims of 
another Staffordshire bull terrier 
attack. 

Mr Byrch claims he is now 
frightened to take his dog for a 
walk. He obviously feels the law 
should be stricter on dogs roaming 
free, but adding one breed to the 
dangerous dogs act would not 
change this and is not the way 
forward.

SIR, It comes as no surprise that 
Phil Dale has decided to throw in the 
towel and resign as manager of The 
Playhouse (Star, January 10). 

His departure has a grim air of 
inevitability about it. Despite all his 
hard work and innovation, things 
were never quite right behind the 
scenes and, sadly, he's decided he's 
had enough. 

Phil's going is a bitter loss not only 
for the theatre and its patrons but 
for the countless number of drama 
groups and performers he has 
encouraged during his time in 
charge. 

I don't for one moment suppose that 
Harlow Council shares my 
sentiments. The loss of an energetic 
and popular manager means it is one 
step closer to getting rid of the 
theatre and flogging off its prime 
town centre site for yet more retail 
outlets. 

The Playhouse holds a unique 
position in English theatrical 
history. When it opened in the 1970s 
it was the first new theatre to be 
built in the country since the 


hundreds as he claims. My 
information is that last year 93 left 
Essex to join the Met and of this 
total the overwhelming majority 
were in the first part of the year. 

It is also interesting to note that 
during the same period 11 former 
transferees returned to Essex from 
the Met. 

There is nothing unusual about 
officers moving between forces.

There are real issues about police 
and, indeed, public sector pay 
generally but the debate about 
paying all public sector workers 
fairly needs to be based on facts 
and not misconceptions.

She just said 
she heard people and thought she 
had missed the lights changing. 
When I reached the far side of the 
crossing I asked the students if they 
had been aware the blind lady had 
stepped into the road. They said it 
wasn’t their fault and she should 
have waited for the bleeps. 

But of course there are no bleeps at 
that pelican crossing. Is there any 
way it can be made safer not only 
for the students who constantly run 
across the road but for disabled 
pedestrians? Why isn’t there any 
sound to alert blind people it is safe 
to cross,or a vibrating pad to assist 
deaf/blind people?

Consequences of 
EU interference 

SIR, Bill Rammell is the only person 
from our constituency who will be able 
to speak and vote shortly in a House of 
Commons debate on a vitally 
important matter affecting every 
British subject. 

Because he represents the interests of 
all voters in the Harlow constituency, I 
believe he has a duty to advise us up 
front where he stands on the subject of 
the EU reform or Lisbon Treaty. 

For the past 30 years politicians of all 
parties have deliberately, 
unintentionally or by default allowed 
the sovereignty of Britain to be handed 
over piecemeal to a group of 
undemocratic, unelected 
commissioners in Brussels without 
reference to their voters.

These bypass the 
time-tested establishments we trust and 
laws honed by centuries of hard 
experience. Our borders leak so badly 


we now need to build three million new 
homes to house the migrants we are 
told have more rights than we have. 
There is so much more to say but space 
prohibits. Let me simply state all parties 
made a manifesto promise at the last 
general election to give a referendum 
vote to the British people on the subject 
of the Lisbon Treaty. Gordon Brown is 
now refusing to honour that promise 
even though his stated ‘red line’ 
comfort clauses have been disregarded 
by the House of Commons Scrutiny 
Committee as having little worth. 

During the debate in the Commons this 
next few weeks Mr Rammell will be 
asked to support his party leader despite 
knowing that a TNS Europe-wide poll 
reported 75 per cent of the people 
polled in 27 countries want a 
referendum vote. In Britain the figure 
was 83 per cent. 

Mr Rammell has one advantage his 
constituents do not have. He must know 
why it is going to be so much better for 
our lives and the future lives of our 
grandchildren in Britain when the 
Government has given away the final 
authorities for the British people to run 
their own country and constituency 
affairs. 

Please, Mr Rammell, tell us why our 
lives will be so much better when we 
are just one small part of the EU 
Federal State of Europe rather than an 
independent democratic state.

Builder wins 
payout over 
council snub 


HARLOW Council has been 
ordered to pay a former 
employee £66,821 in com¬ 
pensation after ignoring an 
industrial tribunal’s previ¬ 
ous order to reinstate him. 

Builder Steven O’Mahoney 
(46) was awarded the payout by a 
tribunal in Stratford. The level of 
the compensation was said to 
reflect the council’s “cavalier” 
attitude and obstructive actions. 

Mr O’Mahoney, who was dis¬ 
missed in May 2006 for alleged dis¬ 
honesty, expected to get his job back 
immediately after a tribunal hearing 
on January 8 last year ordered his 
reinstatement and a smaller award of 
compensation. 

But the council refused to comply 
with the order, meaning he was left 
out a few weeks later when the

authority’s manual staff were trans¬ 
ferred to contractor Kier Harlow. 

He subsequently found it impossi¬ 
ble to get work, took to drink and 
was diagnosed with depression. He 
remains signed off work. 

At the most recent hearing, the tri¬ 
bunal found unanimously that the 
council had provided no reasonable 
excuse for not reinstating Mr 
O’Mahoney. 

Its findings state: “The manner of 
termination of {Mr O’Mahoney’s) 
employment in May 2006 was 
peremptory and made without prop¬ 
er investigation of the circumstances. 

“The delay in paying (Mr 
O’Mahoney) compensation ordered 
in January 2007 is further evidence 


of {the council’s) cavalier attitude. It 
must have been aware from the evi¬ 
dence called at the January hearing 
that {Mr O’Mahoney) was in a dire 
financial position and its delay can 
only have served to exacerbate that 
position. The tribunal unanimously 
concludes that {the council s) actions 
in failing to reinstate {Mr 
O ’Mahoney) were deliberate.” 

Mr O’Mahoney was represented 
by the Union of Construction, Allied 
Trades and Technicians. Regional 
secretary Brian Rye said: “Our offi¬ 
cials had gone to great lengths to 
persuade council officers that this 
dismissal was wrong. 

“The decision of council officers 
to ignore that advice and the rulings 
of the employment tribunal has cost 
Harlow council tax-payers dearly.” 

A council spokesman said the 
authority was disappointed at the 
outcome. 


Tory stands by malnutrition claim 


A ROW has broken out between the 
chief executive of Harlow’s Princess 
Alexandra Hospital and the Conser¬ 
vative hoping to become the town’s 
next MP over statistics on patient 
malnutrition. 

The war of words began after Tory 
prospective Parliamentary candidate 
Robert Halfon released figures 
obtained by his party’s health 
spokesman Stephen O’Brien. 

The data suggested that in 2006- 
07, PAH discharged 309 malnour¬ 
ished patients and that, nationwide, 
cases of malnutrition in UK hospi¬ 
tals had risen by 84 per cent in the 
last 10 years. 

But PAH Trust chief Chris 
Pocklington reacted angrily to the 
claim, describing the statistics as 
“totally wrong” and accusing Mr 


Halfon of not understanding the 
complex elements of managing 
nutrition. 

“There are a number of complex 
clinical reasons why a patient might 
be under-nourished following a hos¬ 
pital stay, including the treatment 
and drug regime they are under or 
the illness they have been treated 
for,” he said. 

“To group them all together and 
give the impression they have been 
neglected or under-fed whilst in our 
hospital is totally misleading.” 

He added that the hospital moni¬ 
tors patients’ food intake and ensures 
all have the opportunity to be prop¬ 
erly fed by using a system whereby 
those requiring help to eat are served 
on a blue tray as an alert to staff. 

However, Mr Halfon said he stood 


by his original comments because 
they were based on official statistics. 

“The figures on malnutrition are 
not Conservative figures they are the 
Government’s own figures, placed 
irrefutably on the public record 
through Parliamentary questions,” he 
said. 

“According to Government fig¬ 
ures, in 2006-07 PAH admitted 301 
patients with diagnosis of malnutri¬ 
tion, nutritional anaemia or other 
nutritional deficiency and dis¬ 
charged 309. 

“Given there is no guarantee that 
the figures refer to the same patients, 
the nutrition of at least eight patients 
worsened during their stay at the 
PAH which is something I would be 
interested to discuss with Mr 
Pocklington.” 
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Rail robber 
stole from 
young men 

A MAN has been jailed for 
carrying out a series of 
robberies on trains on the 
rail network between 
Harlow and Bishop’s 
Stortford. 

Leon Nangle (20) pleaded 
guilty to four robberies 
committed between March 
and June last year. 
Chelmsford Crown Court 
was told that Nangle, from 
Walthamstow, targeted 
young men aged 15-25. He 
engaged them in 
conversation and then 
threatened them, 
sometimes with a knife, 
before stealing cash, 
mobile phones and music 
players. 

Nangle was sentenced to 
an indeterminate period of 
detention for public 
protection. He will serve a 
minimum of 40 months in 
prison before he can 
appear before a parole 
board. 

Detective Constable 
Graeme Knox, of British 
Transport Police, said 
afterwards: “The offences 
Leon Nangle committed 
were frightening, 
completely unprovoked and 
caused a considerable 
amount of distress to a 
number of innocent people. 
“The sentence sends a 
clear message to people 
that BTP and the courts do 
not tolerate any form of 
violence or threatening 
behaviour on the railways, 
and those who do commit 
offences of this nature will 
be dealt with extremely 
seriously.” 

Trolley folly 

SCORES of shopping 
trolleys are to be crushed 
after being dumped around 
Harlow. 

A total of 130 trolleys will 
be flattened after stores 
failed to pay the £70 
release fee introduced by 
Harlow Council last year.

TROUBLE-plagued shopping parades 
could soon become safe havens if ear- 
busting ultrasonic devices which repel 
groups of loitering teenagers are inst¬ 
alled. 

Police and community officials are consider¬ 
ing putting up mosquitoes - electrical equip¬ 
ment which emit a high-pitched tone audible 
only to the under 20s - at two of Harlow’s 
neighbourhood shopping hatches. 

The piercing sound is said to be so unbearable that 
youngsters have no choice but to move on. 

Plans to introduce the devices come after a spate of 
anti-social behaviour which has seen shopkeepers in 
Katherines Hatch verbally abused and intimidated by 
teenagers congregating in the area. 

As a result, police have increased the number of 
high-visibility patrols in the area and are concentrat¬ 
ing on gathering intelligence to curb the problem. 

Fishers Hatch in Netteswell is also understood to be 
experiencing problems with groups of youths loiter¬ 
ing. 

PC Dave Kealy, who oversees the Katherines patch, 
said a lot of the incidents have gone unreported but 
issues had come to light as a result of talks with shop¬ 
keepers and locals. 

“It is important those who are responsible know 
that their behaviour will not be tolerated,” he said. 
“We are currently working with other agencies to 
solve problems there.”

The parade of shops has been plagued by crime in 
recent weeks. Last Saturday a shopkeeper was held at 
knifepoint by thieves and another store was raided late 
last year. 

Last week a man was found bleeding with serious 
head injuries after he was set upon in the estate. 

Harlow Council said it was in talks with relevant 
agencies about installing mosquitoes in both the 
areas. A meeting will be held next week to discuss the 
plans. 

A spokesman added: “The majority of young peo¬ 
ple play without causing a nuisance but from time to 
time we will experience problems in an area which 
means we will consider installing systems or take 
other action to tackle particular youth nuisance 
issues.” 

On the subject of the mosquitoes he added: 
“Installation will be subject to agreement with traders 
and other agencies. Systems have been used in other 
areas across the country with good success.”

A WOMAN has branded 
thieves who stole a Christmas 
tree from the grave of her 
grandfather and brother as 
heartless. 

Louise Bramble, of Joyners 
Field, Harlow, was shocked to 
find the artificial tree missing 
when she visited the joint plot 
at Parndon Wood Cemetery to 
pay her respects. 

At first she thought cemetery 
staff may have removed the 
decoration because it had 
fallen over but was told they 
had no knowledge as to its 
whereabouts. 

A tearful Ms Bramble told the 
Star: “I always put a decorated 
tree on the grave every year. 
It’s become a bit of a tradition 
and is our way of 


remembering them over 
Christmas. 

“I couldn’t believe it when I 
turned up to find it missing. At 
first I thought it might have 
blown over and been removed 
but when I asked them they 
had no idea where it was. 

“I just can’t believe someone 
could be so heartless as to steal 
from someone’s grave. It’s not 
as if the tree was even worth a 
lot of money but for our family 
it was special. This is a 
sickening crime.” 

The theft follows a spate of 
break-ins and thefts from cars 
parked at the cemetery last 
year, which prompted Harlow 
Council to warn people visiting 
graves to be vigilant with their 
belongings.

Mrs Sawyer told Nostalgia : “I wore a white 
ballerina-length dress and had three bridesmaids. I 
still have the local newspaper cutting of the 
wedding report. 

“We had one wedding car from Old Harlow, which 
first brought Derek and his parents to the church, 
then it collected my mum and the bridesmaids from 
Long Ley, before coming back for me and my dad. 
“It was a lovely service and after the photographs 
were taken we went to the Como restaurant, in 
Terminus Street, where we had our reception in the 
upstairs room. 

“As it was the first wedding reception they had 
done and because Derek - an Eastern Electricity 
Board workman at the time - had done all the 
electrical work for them, we were given a special 
rate! 

“Later on, we were collected by our car and taken to 
London where we caught a train to Newquay for a 
week’s honeymoon.” 

Mrs Sawyer said that although it was a simple

Debt expert answers 
your questions... 

Dawn Wilkie, a senior debt advisor for 
Community Legal Advice, a free and 
confidential advice service (paid by legal 
aid), answers your questions below. 


I have missed several mortgage 
repayments due to the pressure of other 
debt repayments and now I have received 
a letter threatening to evict my family. Is it 
too late to save our house? 

A: You must act quickly. If you seek 
professional advice from a specialist 
housing or debt adviser it is usually 
possible to prevent eviction. 
The consequences of not meeting 
mortgage repayments are greater than 
for other debts, such as credit cards. 
The specialist adviser may be able 
to come to an arrangement with 
your mortgage lender, and all your 
other creditors. 


When the 0% interest for credit cards 
trend took off I transferred my balance to 
a new card every 6 months. Unfortunately 
I didn’t destroy my old cards and 
continued spending on them. I’m now 
being hit with huge bills that I simply 
cannot pay off. Please help. 

A: Firstly, cut up all your credit 
cards to prevent any further 
overspending. Next, sit down and 
review your income and what you 
spend to see if there are any areas you 
can cut down on. Finally, you should 
seek advice from a specialist debt 
adviser who will give you options for 
the best way forward, based on your 
own personal circumstances.

Most schools below UK exams average 


ONLY one school in Harlow 
achieved above the national average 
score in the latest exams league 
tables. 

However, county education chiefs, 
were celebrating Essex being ahead 
of the national average for five 
GCSE grades A*-C including 
English and maths. 

Essex schools are now up to 47.2 
per cent for students in this category, 
0.5 per cent above the national pass 
rate of 46.7 per cent. 

The best performing Harlow 


school for five or more grade A*-C 
including English and maths was St 
Mark’s with 53 per cent, followed by 
Passmores (39 per cent), Burnt Mill 
(31 per cent), Mark Hall (27 per 
cent), Stewards (24 per cent) and 
Brays Grove (22 per cent). 

Passmores’ value added score, 
which takes into account students’ 
average improvement throughout 
their school life, was fourth highest 
in the county. 

Headteacher Vic Goddard said: 
“This goes to show that Passmores’ 


success is not down to the manipula¬ 
tion of data by making students sit 
exams purely to boost our position in 
the league tables but down to stu¬ 
dents receiving excellent teaching 
throughout all subjects to support the 
basics of English and maths.” 

Epping’s St John’s School man¬ 
aged 33 per cent in the same catego¬ 
ry while Leventhorpe in Sawbridge- 
worth excelled with 77 per cent.

Family fumes 
at delay over 
damp kitchen

A DISABLED man claims 
he was told he can no longer 
have his damp kitchen refu- 
bished because funds have 
dried up. 

Spinal arthritis and epilepsy 
sufferer Darren Smith, pictured 
above , (37) believes his condition 
is being worsened because of the 
problem at the council-owned 
property at Tunnmeade, Harlow. 

He said he, his wife and three chil¬ 
dren were told by a council inspector 
in August they would be a priority to 
have their kitchen replaced. 

But Mr Smith was called by coun¬ 
cil officials on Friday to be told the 
repairs will not be going ahead 
because there was no more money.

“They told me the house was not 
going to be fitted with a new kitchen 
because the council has run out of 
money for them,” said Mr Smith. 

“Our kitchen is in such a bad state, 
we just can’t understand it. We have 
relatives whose kitchens are being 
replaced in the town when their pre¬ 
vious ones had very little wrong with 
them.” 

He also claimed phone calls to the 
council had gone ignored for months 
and that floor tiles have come away, 
creating a dangerous surface in addi¬ 
tion to the problems of damp. 

He added: “I have already tripped 


over the tiles twice - you really have 
to see it to believe how bad it is. It’s 
terrible the way we have just been 
ignored for all this time.” 

Council contractor Roc has been 
fitting the kitchens since 2005. 

A council spokesman told the Star 
on Tuesday: “The replacement pro¬ 
gramme is on track for 2007/08 and 
582 kitchens will be replaced. 

“It is not true that the council has 
run out of money for this pro¬ 
gramme. Replacements are continu¬ 
ing to happen.” 

He added: “The tenant spoke to 
Kier Harlow on Friday and was told 
that the decision whether to replace 
the kitchen or not will be reviewed in 
the next few weeks.” 

This last statement was refuted by 
Mr Smith. 


Pensioner's road death an accident 


A PENSIONER killed after he was 
struck by a van while crossing a road 
in Harlow died as the result of an acci¬ 
dent, an inquest has ruled. 

The hearing held at Chelmsford 
coroner’s court on Friday was told 
James Evans (80), of Park Court, died 
from multiple injuries sustained when 
he was hit by a van driven by Scott 
Kenway in First Avenue in 2006. 

Mr Evans, who has no immediate 


family, was taken to Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital following the accident 
on December 1 but died later that day. 

Sergeant Richard Raker, of Essex 
Police Traffic Investigation Unit, said 
a thorough inspection of the scene had 
ruled out any possibility that Mr 
Kenway was driving above the speed 
limit of 40mph at the time of impact. 

He added that the Volkswagen 
Caddy was found to have been in 


sound mechanical order and there 
were no problems with the condition 
of the road. 

“There was no possibility of Mr 
Kenway stopping his vehicle in time to 
avoid hitting Mr Evans,” he said. 
“Only Mr Evans could have known 
why he chose to cross at that time. 
There are clear views in excess of 200 
metres for pedestrians at that point in 
the road.”

wasn’t enough space,” said Mike. 
“Quite often there is a high turnover 
of people who practice other martial 
arts but we have kept almost all of 
the original members and we have 
only just been able to open up again 
to people because 12 of the younger 
members have gone off to university 
and some of the other members are 
now able to pass on their knowledge 
so can help me teach. 

“I think the reason it has been so 
popular is because it is different. 
There are a few sword schools 
dotted around the country but they 
only do drawing and fighting. To 
find a school that does everything 
as a samurai would do, I can say, 
hand on heart, that we are probably 
unique in the country.” 

He added: “I think the key thing is 
not only to teach people to use the 
sword but also about the history and 
philosophy of the samurai and their 
skills which they can apply and use 
in life. Also, we have almost 
become a family and we have a 
laugh, which helps people learn 
better.”

Little does the alien-predator 
crossbreed realise that the deceased 
pilot of the ship managed to send a 
distress signal to his homeland before 
copping it - meaning it’s only a 
matter of time before a whole host of 
dreadlocked, armoured nasties arrive 
tooled-up on Earth to see what all the 
fuss is about. 

Meanwhile, the alien and his face- 


hugger mates are not exactly making 
friends in the local community, 
stalking around impregnating 
expecting mothers with alien larvae 
and creating their own motley army 
of drooling, intergalactic slapheads to 
take on the predators. 

West Side Story this most certainly is 
not and the rival gangs are none too 
fussed about despatching any 
humans who try to stand in their 
way, leaving the local sheriff and the 
usual bunch of anti-heroes to pull 
together and save the day. 

Make no mistake; this is a mind- 
bogglingly awful film that somehow 
manages to surpass 2004’s risible

A SMART and sassy satire based on the 
true story of the unlikely triumvirate who 
managed to bring down the Soviet Union, 
this is intelligent cinema with a stellar cast 
at the very top of their game.

When he stumbles across glamorous 
socialite Joanne Herring (Julia Roberts), a 
billionaire staunch anti-communist 
campaigner, she offers to pull some 
strings and set up a meeting with 
Pakistan’s President Zia (Om Puri) so he 
can witness the scale of the problem in 
the ailing Central Asian state for himself. 
Soon convinced that the US should be 
secretly bankrolling the Afghani resistance, 
laidback Lothario Wilson begins to exploit 
his position on the Defence 
Appropriations Subcommittee to raise war 
funds and hatches a plot with no- 
nonsense CIA Agent Gust Avrakotos (the 
peerless Philip Seymour Hoffman) to 
supply Russian weapons direct to the 
Mujahideen. 

Hanks is magnificent in the titular role, 
seamlessly blending sleazy Southern 
charm, recreational drug abuse and 
genuine humanistic concern to create a 
likeable but deeply flawed hero. 

With a quick-fire script and well-balanced 
direction courtesy of Mike Nichols, this is 
high-brow, scattershot satire that never 
forgets the underlying seriousness of its 
subject matter.

IN a staid musical climate where atmospheric 
and indie have become bywords for dull Bloc 
Party-by-numbers mediocrity, it’s heartening to 
stumble across a tenacious bunch of 
skyscraping teen arch-anthemists bent on the 
deconstruction of a bloated, ailing genre.

Nevertheless, it’s pleasing to report that Death 
Proof is everything fans of trash hoped it might 
be, a sleazy hi-octane thriller starring Kurt Russell 
as the psychotic Stuntman Mike who takes his 
custom-tooled Dodge Challenger out onto the 
highways to stalk and kill young women. 

Tarantino calls this his slasher movie only with 
the killer using a vehicle instead of a kitchen knife, 
but what you’ve actually got are a lot of lovely ladies 
to look at, some interminable dollops of his 
trademark dialogue in which characters bang on 
endlessly about pop culture, a killer soundtrack and, 
most importantly, some seat-of-the-pants white- 
knuckle action sequences referencing movies as cool 
as Gone In 60 Seconds and Vanishing Point. 

Russell inhabits Mike like he was born for the part, 
but surprisingly gets a close run in the macho 
charisma stakes from professional Kiwi stuntwoman 
Zoe Bell (Uma Thurman’s body double in the Kill Bill 
movies) playing herself. Somebody should give her a 
lot more starring roles - she handles the acting 
requirements like a pro alongside the likes of Rosario 
Dawson and Rose McGowan, has great comic timing, 
is seriously hot and pulls off the action set-pieces to 
perfection when she and her girlfriends tangle with 
the deranged driver and decide to give him a taste of 
his own medicine. 

It’d be a blast to see this in its original, shorter glory 
sans padding (and the BBFC has just this week 
granted a certificate for the original Grindhouse 
pairing, which is great news), but it’s still a hoot and, 
in many ways, is QT’s most out-and-out entertaining 
film since Pulp Fiction. 

This two-disc set is curiously missing a commentary 
but does have a lot of featurettes in which the director 
babbles on about his love of exploitation movies, as 
well as profiles of Bell, Russell, the film’s stunt drivers, 
editor Sally Menke, trailers and a poster gallery.

THE WALKER

Bearing comparison to Midnight In The Garden of 
Good And Evil, writer/director Paul ( Taxi Driver ) 
Schrader’s political thriller gives Woody Harrelson a 
great showcase for his considerable abilities as Carter 
Page III, a gay social butterfly living off the gossip 
pollen of a circle of Washington wives. 

His little hermetic world is a whirl of caustic tittle- 
tattle, card games and social events to which he 
escorts his lady friends when their husbands can’t be 
bothered, until his best friend Lynn (Kristin Scott 
Thomas) discovers her clandestine lover murdered. 
Helping her conceal both her relationship and role in 



finding 
the body to 
avoid a scandal, Carter 
puts himself in the frame and can 
only look on in bewildered horror as his 
friends pull up the drawbridges one by one and leave 
him to the wolves. 

Harrelson gives a great performance brimming with 
waspish Southern charm and wit, somewhere 
between Tennessee Williams and Truman Capote, 
and gets first rate support from such luminaries as 
Willem Dafoe, Lily Tomlin and Lauren Bacall.

GHOST SQUAD 

(Network, PG, retail) 

Originally airing from 1961, Ghost Squad is a likeably 
snappy espionage series from Lew Grade’s ITC, 
starring American actor Michael Quinn as top 
undercover agent Nick Craig, an expert at infiltration 
via adopted fake identities. 

Working for a hush-hush Whitehall department and 
answerable to his bullish boss (a hammy, one-note 
turn from British veteran Donald Wolfit), Craig is a 
proto-Bond who uses his talents to crack a pleasing 
variety of crimes from gold smuggling and blackmail 
scams to kidnappings and murder plots. 

This box set comprises all 39 episodes from the 
show’s three series (the earlier episodes pleasingly 
shot on film, the remainder less impressively so on 
video) as well as a rag-bag of surviving material from 
its successor GS5.

SHOOT ’EM UP

Ah, it’s so refreshing to find a movie that does just 
what it says on the box! 

From an opening firefight in which seemingly 
innocuous bystander Mr Smith takes on a gang of 
armed assassins while delivering a baby from the 
woman in their crosshairs, the relentless pace and 
hurricane of flying lead seldom lets up in an orgy of 


dazzlingly 

executed action, crass one- 
liners, graphic violence and thundering 
heavy metal. 

Writer/director Michael Davis is clearly a big fan of 
John Woo and this outrageous, ludicrous moron 
movie really shouldn’t work - built around, say, a 
Jean-Claude Van Damme or a Steven Seagal, it’d crash 
and burn before the opening credits have rolled. 

Davis’ coup - apart from his wonderfully assured 
tongue-in-cheek handling of the material - is in 
snaring Clive Owen as Smith (very much the bruised 
angel with a .45 he essayed in Sin City), Monica 
Belluci as a hooker who agrees to help him keep his 
newborn charge safe from an endless tide of hired 
gunmen and Paul Giamatti as their sadistic leader. 

All this, and assassination by carrot - what more 
could you possibly want with your popcorn?

SICKO 

(Optimum, 12, retail & rental) 

Hugely successful agit prop documentary film-maker 
Michael Moore turns his eye on America’s health 
system, cleverly not focusing on the obvious story of 
those left out but instead examining the plight of 
those who pay their dues only to find the various 
health providers using every trick in the book to 
wheedle their way out of paying. 

It’s a catalogue of despair and anguish to set your 
teeth grinding as he compares the stories of the 
cheated little people with the glad-handing politicians 
in the pay of the big medical firms. 

But there’s some light in this moral Tartarus, as Moore 
contrasts the US system with socialised medicine in 
Canada, Britain and, most poignantly, in Cuba where 
a group of 9/11 survivors abandoned by their own 
country finally get the treatment they need. For free.
